Plain Facts About Prohibition 

A comparison has been made 
between the statistics for 
the ten years before prohibi- 
tion — that is, from 1908 to 
1918 — and the ten years fol- 
lowing prohibition — from 
1918 through 1928. 

In the number of commitments 
to jail for drunkenness there 
was a drop of 50.8 per cent aft- 
er prohibition. •• In the number 
sent to jail for assault and 
brcaph of the peace after pro- 
hibition there is a drop of 
51.4 per cent as compared with 
the ten years before prohibi- 
tion. Commitments to jail "for 
vagrancy show a drop of 84.6 
per cent; coses of alcoholic 
insanity havo decreased 58.2 per 
cent. In the ten years follow- 
ing the adoption of prohibition 
there were 42.9 per cent fower 
deaths from alcoholism than there 
wore in the ten years preceding. 
Accidental deaths, including au- 
tomobile deaths, showed a drop 
of 25.2 por cent for the same 
period, whereps the gonerol death 
rate decreased 25:4 por cent. 

The legalized liquor traffic in 
The U.S.A. brought ruination to 


thousands and" thousands of per- 
sons annually. To some of these 
prohibition has brought a ray 
of freedom.

A FATHER'S LETTER 


On hearing of my boy' s dis- 
missal from Bryan University, 

I came at once. I learned, on 
ray arrival, that, in a very 
large measure, the town people 
were taking the same attitude 
I felt inclined to take --namely, 
that the judgment and action of 
the faculty was too drastic for 
the first offense. This sym- 
pathetic attitude of the com- 
munity was gratifying to me, 
for it is difficult to approve 
any judgment, even a just one, 
against ourselves, or those we 
love . 

However, upon investigation 
I found that I had been ig- 
norant of one fact that not 
only justified the action of 
the faculty, but maae it impera- 
tive . The faculty is commit- 
ted not only to the intellectual 
interests of the students, but 
to the spiritual and moral 
ideals of the man in whose name 
and honor this school has been 
established, in carrying out 
these standards, the faculty 
on May 4th reiterated and pub- 
lished the non-drinking rule, 
with expulsion the penalty for 
the breach of it. ' 

We may question the wis- 
dom of this law, but as long 
as it was made we cannot ques- 
tion the necessity of its en- 
forcement. The fact that its 
violation may have been thought- 
less makes the judgment seem 
unnecessarily severe. But this 
nation today is taking this 
attitude toward practically all 
laws, and it is a weak and dan-

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gerous and destructive atti- 
tude. No order of - society, or 
institution can long exist that 
does not respect and observe 
its laws and maintain its i-

(cent, from pa go l) 
grets even more tho misrepre- 
sentations due to half-state- 
ments of alleged facts and gar- 
bled quotations. 

The incident of the "cherry 
wine", so called, was only a 
minor act that started the in- 
vestigation resulting in the 
revelation of practices invol- 
ving really serious breaches of 
the no-drinking ruling of the 
institution. This fact did not 
got into print in the Associa- 
ted and United Press dispatches; 
and it was ignored in the write- 
ups and editorial, comments in 
the Chattanooga Dailies* 

Thtls the impression was loft 
that the little boys of Bryan 
had been spanked by a straight- 
laced and narrow-minded faculty 
of fanatical doacons for the 
very minor offence of drinking 
fresh cherry- Juice - or as near- 
ly fresh as nine per cent of al- 
cohol would indicate. 

It is out of place to go into 
detail here further than to soy 
that the cherry juice incident 
is on almost negligible index to 
the surreptitious use of strong 
drink that had boen going on and 
effectively concealed from tho 
faculty - jportly by the help of 
other students and partly by tho 
help 'of non-students out in tho 
town. As a matter of fact, the 
eleven contains at least one 
habitual drinker and two others 
who have been '"put to bed" by 
their friends, while "dead drunk" 
not to mention the case of a 
suckef or two that had boon tank- 
ed up, presumably against their 
will, or to prove their manli- 
ness, by the aid of wet friends.

It is enough to say that an 
intolerable condition had grown 
up - a condition upon which it 
was impossible to drop the cur- 
tain shutting out from view the 
ycar T s work, without first put-' 
ting back-stage things in order. 

It is necessary that the sub- 
scribers to the support of the 
William Jennings Bryan Univer- 
sity be given the assurance 
that their money is not being 
received and used under false 
pretenses. These subscribers 
need to know that the local 
trustees and faculty of the Un- 
iversity are unwilling, by 
connivance, to cover up n ser- 
ious wrong that has been done. 
Therefore, they have token an 
unmistakable position in re- 
gard to tho use of alcoholic 
liquor by the students, and 
have made clear to tho stu- 
dents and patrons of tho in- 
stitution exactly what will 
hereafter be required of new 
studonts as well as of those 
of the unlucky eleven, who 
ha ve no t a lro a dy p rove d t hem- 
sol ves unfit for studentship 
anywhere • 

Contrary to the gleefully 
reiterated implications of 
nows and editorial writers in' 
certain motropolitain dailies, 
this attitude e.gginst drink- 
ing, as a regular college ac- 
tivity, is not a position as- 
sumed and held only by insti- 
tutions that stand for reli- 
gious tenets of any one kind 
or another; but it is a re- 
quirement of the majority of 
coll egos tho country over and 
of most, if not all, of tho 
major state universities. Fur- 
thermore, the bonding compan- 
ies of the Unitod States and 
Europe invariably seek to know 
if tho young candidate seeking 
recommendation is a drinker or 
non-drinkor. Also, department 
and chain stores will not em- 
ploy for a position of the 
slightest responsibility any 
man who will drink; and no 
(Prom second Eol.) loudest talk 


omployoc of a department store 
will hold his job ten minutes 
after he has been caught taking 
oven so much as one drink of any- 
thing that intoxicates. Can it 
be possible that the nightly pen- 
pushers who shape the thought of 
the reading-public do not realize 
this? 

Why then should not a school 
emphasizing religious and charac- 
ter education as its prime pur- 
pose, establish and keep itsolf 
on a platform' favoring total ab- 
stinence? Or, to say tho least, 
why should such an institution 
not object t'-' drinking-parties 
as a favored pass time during the 
school year, on school property? 

A n amusing side-light on the 
attitude of many editorialists 
is the comment on the finding of 
the skull - of the rlledgcd "miss- 
ing-link", near Dayton recently. 
The inane non-scquittJr puzzles 
none but tho most illiterate mo- 
ron; for most readers of adult 
years, have observed upon living 
idiots ermiums that will sot 
the world agog if such bo nos are 
unearthed twenty-five or a hun- 
dred seventy-five, years hence. 

It would be a poor showman who 
could not put up a better model 
for tho s fin 11 of the missing-' 
link than is this Dayton find. 

But by what freak of association 
the "missing-link” and tho ’'cher- 
ry-wine" are brought together, 
one cannot guess, unless tho 
skull is to be used as a goflird' 
from which to quaff the "wine". 

The penalty imposed on the' 
young men, as they well know, 
is as light as it could be, and 
still remain a penalty. Most of 
the hoys have stood up and taken 
it upon tho chin; and doubtless 
would have gone on about their 
business within two or three days 
after the incident had it not 
been for tho mistaken interest 
and kindness of friends outside 
the school, who do not understand 
or appreciate the situation in itr- 
truo light. Of the boys thorn- 
sol ves, those who have put up tho 
biggest bluff and have made the 
are the very few in the group who 


could ill afford a thorough investigation and exposure of their 
part in the year's^wet" history.
